Quarantine regulations in Barbados. 

Barbados, October 2, 1897. 
Sir : I have been directed by my board to state for your information 
that quarantine has been imposed here against Jamaica for yellow fever, 
ai telegram having been received from the governor of that colony to the 
governor of this island intimating that there had been 16 cases and 9 
deaths between July 17 last and September 27. 

Quarantine is in force here against Eio Janeiro, Pernambuco, Manaos, 
Para, Panama, Mayaguez (Porto Rico), Cuba, and Bahia. 
The public health of this island is, as usual, good.
